Crerar Asks Supporters Not to 
Be Stampeded by Govern.

ROSSBURN Man. Nov, 21.—( By 


Canadian Press Staff Correspondent). 
— Addressing a capacity audience here 
tonight, Hon, T, A. Crerar again ein- 
phasised ‘his contempt for tactics 
which he wsserted were being em- 
ployed by the government party in 
order to undermine the people's be- 
lief in the National Progressive party. 
There was a del,berate attempt. he 
said, to wreck the farmers’ organi- 
sations in western Canada and the 
money for this campaign of misrepre- 
sentation was being furnished by those 
privileged interests in the east which 
were identified with Mr. Meighen and 
his supporters, Farmers’ organisa- 
tions, said Mr. Crerar, had been built 
up by tong years of effort and he 
asked his audience if they were go- 
ing to be stampeded against thelr 
best interests by the suggestions of the 
government and iis supporters, 

Mr. Crerar criticised the fiscal poli- 
cy of the present government. en. 
ad&, he aaserted, had far more com- 
bines and monopolies than other 
countries and the direct result of 
these was inevitably to increase the

Surplus of $14,742 Now Available 
to Help Out on the

Figures complied by Commissioner 
Yorath show that for ten months 
ending October 30th, the city utilities, 
excluding the street railway made a 
total profit of $226,038. 

The lose on the street railway for 
the period was $51.296. but this how- 
ever compares most favorably with 
the loss on this utility for the cor- 
responding period of last years, when 
3t amounted to $154,617. 

Comparing the situation with that 
of last year, the telephone, electric 
Ught and power and waterworks to- 
gether compiled a surplus of $75,411 
while on the street railway, power

& combined loss of $192.898. 

This made a loss on the workin 
of the ten months of $117,482, whi 
this year there is a surplus of $174 
742, which will be paid into the city 
treasury to help out the taxes.

FAMOUS RACER 
IN DOG DERBY 
WAS.DROWNED 


Walter Goyne Struck Thin Ice 
While Going After Load 
of Fish

THE PAS, Man., Nov. 21 (By Cana- 
dian Press).—-Walter Goyne, winner 
of the 1920 dog derby, and known as 
the “Going Kid." was drowned in 
Mose Lake, 80 miles from The Pas, 
on November 18, it became known 
jhere this evening. On that date, 
Goyne set out from the T Du Pas 
| trading post at Moose Lake, for a fish- 
‘ing camp, 26 miles, for the purpose of 
jsecuring fish for his dogs. He was 
} driving nine dogs attached to a heavy 


jracing sleigh and was followed by 
jeleven pups Two days later the 
jeleven pups returned to Du iPas and 


the people there became apprehensive. 
Goyne's tracks were followed for 18 
{miles, where they disappeared. the 
;@eneral belief being that he encoun- 
tered thin ice at that point and went, 
withodgs and sleigh, weighing 100 
pounds, through the ice. 

Goyne had a number of dogs at 
| Moose Lake, which he was preparing 
for the next Pas dog derby to be held 
February 28, over a 200-mile course, 
for a purse of $2,500. He was en- 
gaged in hauling fish and getting his 
dogs in racing trim, He won the 1920 
dog race in easy style, introducing 
hew methods of harnessing and the 
Alaskan sleigh, as against the local 
carriole, He hed previously done 
considerable racing in Alaska and was 
a cripple on account of his feet having 
ben frozen, necessitating his riding 
all the way behind his dogs. 

After annexing the 1920 dog derby, 
|Goyne accepted a theatrical] engage- 
ment in the United States, and spent 
|the early part of the winter of 1920- 
21 in Minneapolis and St. Paul.

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Leaving It To Crerar, 


With the campaign still two 
weeks to go, Premier Meighen has 
ended his speaking tour in the 
West and returned to Ontario. 
This half of the Dominion has got 
seant attention from the Premier 
during the controversy, but it has 
apparently received all that is 
coming to it. A week or so ago 
it was intimated that Moose Jaw 
would likely be the farthest West 
point that would have the privil- 
ege of hearing the head of the 
Government make his defence of 
its record and plea for renewal of 
confidence. The event has justi- 
fied the report. Regina on Satur- 
day night heard the last speech he 
is to make in the prairie country. 
Outside Manitoba therefore, a hur- 
ried dash into Saskatchewan, with 
speeches at Moose Jaw and Re- 
gina, represent the sum total of 
the effort the Premier has made 
and proposes to make to influ- 
ence the result in the West by 
personal appeal, 

It will strike a good many peo- 
ple, inside and outside of his own 
party, that this is a rather brusque 
way of treating the Western vot- 
er, for which an adequate explan- 
ation is not forthcoming, ° For 
many years the West has been 
recognised by party leaders as 
quite important enough to claim a 


fair share’ of their time and atten- | 
tion when the issues of a general 


election are being fought out. That 


has come to be regarded by West- ' 


ern people as an understood max- 
im having the force of an unwrit- 
ten law, and the tradition has been 
maintained—save when cireum- 
stances clearly prevented—from 
the time Sir Wilfred Laurier es- 
tablished it in 1896. Mr. Meighen 
is the first party leader to make 
a clear breach in the custom with 
no obvious reason therefore, 
Time, of course, is a scarce com- 
modity when an election is on. 
But the lack of time does not ex- 
euse the Premier for ‘‘ passing up"’ 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia in this fashion. 
The Premier fixed the date of the 
election, and the duration of the 


campaign. And he certainly made | 


it long enough. Two months is 
quite time enough to allow a 
speaker to appear in every im- 
portant centre in Canada, And if 
that were not long enough, there 
was nothing to prevent Mr. 
Meighen making it a three or a 
four months campaign, Even in 
the two months the Premier found 
opportunity to make a thorough 
tour of the Maritime provinces 
and of Ontario. He spoke there at 
scores of points which are not at 
all comparable in importance with 
Saskatoon, Calgary or Edmonton; 
to say nothing of the cities and 
towns of British Columbia, all con- 
veniently strung along railway 
lines, The Premier took all the 
time he wanted for a campaign; 
he took all of that time he wanted 
to canvass the older provinces; 
lack of time cannot, 
account for his failure to make a 
round of the chief centres of 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Neither is it explained on the 
ground that he spent his time

Ontario does not side-step three 
of the nine provinces without 
some powerful reason for doing it. 


00 Mr. Meighen certainly is not stay- 


ing out of the Western country 
and British Columbia through fear 
of a hostile reception, That would 
lirely await him at mest points, 
but he is not a rian to run away 
from a fight. Justice demands 
that he be credited with courage, 
jand a readiness to try to convert 
his critics. 

Whatever keeps him away from 
|British Columbia, a 
jamount of reflection suggests the 
best of all possible reasons why 
the Premier should keep clear of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. He 
could do his cause no good, and 
|would likely do it damage, in 
ithese two provinces, As things are 
going the outlook for his candi- 
dates are better in these provinces 
than he had any right to expect 
it would be. In almost every 
constituency his opponents are di- 
vided between two or more candi- 
dates, and the chances of his sup- 
porter getting in by a minority 
vote are proportionately good. If 
the Premier plunged into the fray 
and created any considerable im- 
pression one thing would be al- 
most sure to happen; there would 
be a closing of the hostile ranks.

~FOR ALBERTA 


South Side Boy Is Selected By 
Committee at University of 
Alberta 


Ths cempetion for the Alberta 
Rhodes gcholarship for the year 
1922, which has aroused much inter- 
est in university circles during the 
past few weeks, wae decided Friday 
night by the election of 8S, Perry 
Hamilton of Edmonton South. The 
coveted prise is a three year course 
at Oxford and it naturally created 
& keen competition. The number of 
competitorm exceeded that of any 
former yeaf, and their qualifications 
were of an inusually high order, so 
that the tas. of the committee of 
selection proved to be & difficult one. 

The Rhodes scholar elect is a na- 
tive of Manitoba, in which province 
he received his public school nd 
part of his high school educatién. 
Upon the family removing to British 
Columbia he completed his ‘high 
echool course and the first two years 
of his university course in Vancou- 
ver. Early in the year 1917, he on- 
listed for oversé&3 service and serv- 
ed in France with the 18th Batterv, 
Canadian Field Artillery as signalier. 
In June, 1918, he won the military 


{medal and was subsequently recom- 


mended for a cofnimission in the fly- 
ing corps, but three days before his 
papers came through he was wound- 
ed at the battle of Amiens. Before 
recovering from his wounds the Arif- 
istice was signed, and no furthor 
commissions were granted, 
Ot the close of the war Mr. Hami!- 
ton came to Edmonton where his 
father, W. M. Hamiiton, of the Na- 
tional Drug company, had in the 
meantime removed with his family. 
In September, 1919, he entered tho 
University of Alberta where he com- 
pletd hig third and fourth years, In 
the year 1920 he was awarded the 
Samuel Richard Hosford Memortal 
rize in English, and in May, 1921, 
@ received the degree of B.A. from 
the University of Alberta. Notwith- 
standing the disturbing effect by the 
years spent in overseas service he not 
only maintained a high academic 
standing throughout his course but 
also exercised a most helpfu!  in- 
fluence over his associates, Mr. 
Hamilton is recognized as one of the 
best defences in Dasketball tn west- 
ern Canada. He has shown a decid- 
ed fondness for sports, and is looked 
upon as one of the leading athletes 
in the University of Alberta, { 
The new Rhodes scholar will pro-| 
ceed to Oxford next autumn and wii 
begin his three year course on Octob- | 
er 1, 1922, at that ancient weat of | 
learning.
